THE YEMEN SITUATION. 


TROUBLE IN HODEIDA, 


( From Ovrk Own Corresponpent. ) 


Aden, August 5. 

Advices from Hodeida this week give fur- 
ther particulars in regard to the natives. It 
appears that the natives had no intention 
of going to extremes except as a last resort. 
The troops not only looted the goods of the 
natives but also took possession of some 
mosqoes. It is said that most of the troops 
were under the influence of liquor. The natives 
complained to the Commandant and the 
Mutasarif, but no result having been obtained, 
they armed themselves with iron rods, knives 
ete, and drove out the troops frown the 
mosques as far the military barracks. For- 
tunately, the troops, with the exception of a 
small number of them, had no firearms, or a 
larger number of casualties would have 
occurred. 

At night a rumour was set afloat that the 
troops would destroy by fire the huts in 
habited by Arabs, as nearly half of Hodeida 
consists of huts, consequently the Arab natives 
were placed in a state of panic, but the Com 
mandant and the Mutasarif reassured the 
people, telling them that none of the troops 
would come within their quarters, and that 
they need have no fear, asthe troops would 
be placed under guard 

Ahmed Shoorai Pasha, the preadent of the 
Municipality, narrowly escaped being shot. He 
was passing in company with others in bis 
carriage. The troops taking them for non 
official Arabs, fired at them killing the horse 
The occupants were saved. Theshops have 
been closed for five days 

Later advices state that everything is quiét 
now at Hodeida and the shops have been 
opened. Fourteen hundred Turkish 
have arrived at Hodeida and will now proceed

A DANGER TO HEALTH. 


——_—— 


The following is the address delivered to a 
meeting of doctors recently held in Cairo to 
discuss the question of Cairo’s water supply, by 
Dr. Hussein Yusri. Among those present 
were :- Doctors Shoukri Pasha, Offa Pasha, 
Mahdi Bey Khan, Hussein Bey Yasri, Porto- 
calis Bey, Heggi, Bellini, Patamia, Saftasade, 
Giorgiadis, Potzuvby ; MM.

‘| have to submit to you at this meeting the 
critival sitaation of the Cairo public during the 
present year, an inauspicious sitaation caused 
by the dangers resulting from the use of water 
derived from artesian wells preyadicial to health. 
As my duties and work are in the service of 
the pablic I have devoted the greater part of 
my time lately to this question, and minutely 
examining, according to medical science, this 
water which has caused so many complaints 
and of which the inhabitants of Cairo, together 
with my eolleagues, disapprove with horror. 
The chemical analysis made by Dr. M. Putzolu, 
a copy of which has been submitted to the 
Khedivial Medical Society of Cairo was made 
in conformity with the analysis conducted in 
the Pans laboratory by Dr. Ghorgiadés the 
distinguished chemist, and also in conformity 
with my own considerable expenence. The 
result of this analysis clearly states that the 
water we drink, the water of the artesian wells 
of Cairo, is really unhealthy, and is the cause 
of several external and internal maladies 
among the inhabitanta, owing to its containing 
a great quantity of various salts independently 
of tree ammonia, of albuminous ammonia and 
other salts, as shown in the following analysis 
made by Dr Putzoln

6. Tf a glass of water is filled and a piece of 
metal, a tooth, or a piece of indiarubber is put

These are the inconveniences and dangers to 
which I have attracted the attention of my 
colleagues, advising them not to order calomel 
for their patients, particularly for the children 
ot Cairo who are exposed to the maladies of 
the stomach and the intestines. Some fevers 
and specially the green diarrho-a are caused 
by taking calomel mixed with the water of the 
artesian wells. 

It is my distinguished colleague Altaf Bey 
who has called my attention to this last matter. 

Having detailed to you ina general manner 
the dangers produced from these artesian wells, 
how can one admit, as some wish to do, that 
this water is pure and wholesome! Why have 
all these maladies fallen upon the inhabitants 
of Cairo when nothing was known of them 
during the usage of the Nile water! Do you 
consider that it is sufficient to place a piece of 
cotton under the tap, in order to prevent the 
bad effects of this water and render it whole 
some and pure, as contended by the Company | 
The Pasteur filter allows few microbes to pasa, 
but is only suitable for the Nile water which 
does not contain these dangers 

Further, what are the infectious maladies 
which are sopposed to have diminished in 
Cairo since the public drunk the water from 
the artesian wells in place of the Nile water! 
Have they made a quarantine on the in. 
habitants of Cairo in order to compare it with 
the inhabitants of Upper and Lower Egypt, 
or directly with the inhabitants of Alexandria 
who ntilise the Nile water, and have these 
contagious maladies | 

Has it been forbidden us to travel in the 
villages of Egypt, to mix with their inhabitants, 
and to drink their water from which they 
absorb the microbes and contract the con 
tagious diseases! No! Not a word has been 
said. Havewe not stated the alarming pro 
portion of deaths particularly among children 
in an onheard of manner of late ’ 
was published, in one ot the daily journals 
dated 14 July, and in which | attested, from 
facts and documents, that ifthis state of things 
continues three parts of the inhabitants of 
Cairo will disappear in ten years and in 30 
years the final hour will be rang for the com 
plete evacuation. It is dreadful to dream of 
these resulta, nevertheless it is the reality, and 
it is for that that | have attracted the atten 
tion of sanitary government officials in order 
that they might take somé means to remedy 
the matter. Our brothers at Alexandra drink 
the water of the Nile, sanitarily filtered, or to 
speak plainer from the Mahmovudieh canal 
which is one of the last branches, and never 
theless their health is perfect 

The Cairo joarnals say that before long some 
experts from Europe are coming expresaly 
to analyse the water of the artesian wells and 
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to do all we can for the safeguarding of the 
health of Cairo and the childrén from this water 
drawn from artesian wells improper and 
unhealthy. In addressing a petition to our 
government, not in our name alone but in 
the name of the pablic of Cairo, in which 
we shall enamerate the dangers of this wat. 
er to the health of the 650,000 inhabitants, 
dangers attested by many gentlemen, doctors 
and cheinists, agreed to by many notables 
and journalists native and Earopean who are 
here present; and in which we shall solicit 
the government to instruct the Water 
Company to go back to the Nile water 
filtered according to hygienic prescriptions, 
and under the direction of a sanitary com- 
mittee till they can discover artesian wells 
which will give water free from salts injurious 
to health, without ammonia, devoid of taste 
or smell and which they are prepared to run 
through enamelled pipes.”

SIR CHARLES MANSFIELD: 


We regret to announce the death, in the 79th 
year of his age, of Colovel Sir Charles Mansfield 
K C.M.G., the father of Lewa Mansheld Pasha, 
Commandant of the Cairo City Police, which 
oceurred at Laterina near Florence, on the Ist 
August. He was the last surviving son of the 
late Mr. John Mansfield of Digswell House, 
Herts and grandson of the ce Jurist, 


Sir James Mansfield, Lord Chief Justice of) ; 


Common pleas. He was also a brother of the 
First Lord Sandharst. 

Sir C. Mansfield was born on the lith 
October 1898, he was educated at Eton and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he took his 
degree and subsequently entered the Army as 
an Ensign in the 33rd foot, the Duke of Welling- 
ton'’s West Riding Regiment. He was aide de 
camp to Major General Sir Colin Campbell 
K.C.B Commanding the Ist Division of the 
Army in the East. Was present at the battles of 
Alma and Balaclava, mentioned in despatches, 
was present also at Sebastopol and again men- 
tioned in despatches. Captain Mansfield was 
then appointed A.D.C. and Secretary to Bri- 
gadier General Mansfield of the Embassy Con- 
stantinople, and farther A.D.C. to General Sir 
William Mansfield (afterward Lord Sandhurst). 
After holding various other positions and being 

resent at many engagementa Lieut. Colonel 
Mansfield was appointed Consal General at 
Warsaw, and later Agent and Consul General 
of the United Prineipalities of Moldavia and 
Wallachia, residing at Bucharest, in 1877. 
Colonel Masfield in 1878 was promoted Minister 
Resident at Bogota, and appointed Minister 
Resident at Caracas in 1881. He represented 
the Queen and the British Nation at the Boli- 
var Centenary. Caracas 1888. He was appointed 
Minister Resident avd Consul General at Lima 
December 1884 and made a K.C.M.G, in 1887.
